The belt 
head presumably was not dam­ 
aged. 
Three Cut Off By Fire 
Approximately 60 mon were in 
the mine at th* time., of th* fire 
but the only «he9 c u t off b i ttie 
fire were Cleo Prather, Jbe Durant 
and Otto “ Bocko” McClusky. 
Prather, who runt a shuttle car, 
said he went to the Conveyor belt 
a short time after six o’clock to 
dump a load of coal and found the 
belt not in operation. He said he 
sat and waited about 30 minutes 
and then went to the face, where 
his buddies, Durant and McClus­ 
ky, were working. 
About that time, he said, smoke 
started coming in and they knew 
something was wrong. Only way 
out, he said was toward the fire, 
and they started that way. When 
they saw they could not get out 
they went back to the face and put 
up curtains to brattice the smoke 
away from them.

Case is First 
Witness at 
Senate Hearing 1 


Senator Says He 
Did Not Consider 
Donation a Bribe 


WASHINGTON (IP — Sen. Fran­ 
cis 
Case (R-SD) 
was the 
first 
witness today in the Senate’s full- 
dress investigation into whether an 
attorney 
attempted to influence 
his vote on the natural gas bill. 
Sen. Walter F. George (D-Ga), 
chairman of the blue-ribbon 
in­ 
vestigating committee, read a brief 
statement about the Senate resolu­ 
tion creating the four-man group. 
Then Case, a veteran lawmaker, 
was called to the stand. 
Case created a sensation near 
the end of the Senate debate 
on 
the natural gas bill by announcing 
that a Nebraska attorney 
had 
made a $2,500 campaign contribu­ 
tion. 
George told Case all witnesses 
would be sworn. The committee’s 
special counsel, Charles W. Stead­ 
man, then swore in the senator 
and started out by asking him his 
name, address, his Senate service 
and his background. 
Case answered the questions in 
a firm voice. 
Not A “ Bribe” 
The attorney who made the con­ 
tribution identified himself as John 
M. Neff, Lexington, Neb. He has 
has been called to testify. He has 
said he gave the money to a friend 
of the senator with “ no strings at­ 
tached” and that he resented any 


I implication that he had attem pted 


I to influence Case’s vote in the gas 
bill. 
Case has directed that the cam- 
1 paign contribution be returned. He 
has said that he had been inclined 


I to favor the bill to exempt 
pro- 
! ducers from direct federal regula­ 
tion, but after the contribution, he 
derided to vote against it. 
Case said at the outset that he 
I wanted again to make clear he did 


I not consider Neff’s contribution a 


I “bribe.” He said “ no such allega­ 
tion has been made.” He recalled 
that he had requested that lan- 
j guage referring to attempted brib­ 
ery be eliminated from the Senate 
resolution 
creating 
the 
special 
committee. 
“There was nothing proposed to 
me; there was nothing promised. 
It was 
not a conditional 
gift,” 
Case said. “ No one has said there 
were any strings attached.” He
